JACKSON, MISS. - Gov. Pa 
Johnson called for a campaign 
to lower the state’s accident fre- 
quency, now six times the nztional 
average. 

yunnson told the Mississippi 
Safety Council's business leaders 
confer.nce he planned to pro- 
claim next year "Mississippi Safe. 
ty Year” and seek the aid of all 
Mussissippians in cutting accidents 
and deaths. 

He said he hoped to prepare 
"the most comprehensive safety 
program which cap be developed" 
before the 1966 legislature meets 
and submit it to lawmakers for 
enactment. 

Johnson said accidents cost the 
business leaders of the state more 
than $225 million annually and 
that each year 1,600 people died 
accidental deaths in the state.

I would like to call to the at- 
tention of both Commissions the 
fact that a number of people in 
Hancock County have contacted 
me. relative to the present location 
of the dividing (line. It is the opi- 
viton of all of the ple who have 
contacted me, many of whom have 
been closely connected with the 
seafood industry and as sport 


` fishermen for many, many years 


that the present dividing line is 
unrealistic insofar as same is de- 
fined in Hancock County. General- 
ly speaking, the present dividing 
line skirts the Coast line, placing 
Herron Bay, Pearl River and all 
of the tide water s‘reams and 
bayous under the jurisdiction of 
the State Game and Fish Com- 
mission. Whereas I consider it 
merely a question of who is to 
enforce the laws, and make no 
specific objection as to who shall 
have jurisdiction over these wa- 
tets, it is my considered opinion, 
based upon my own experience 
and the recommendations of a 
large number of people, that it 
is impossible to catch fresh water 
fish in many of the areas under 
the jurisdiction of the State Game 
and Fish Commission and it is my 
understanding that it is being re- 
quired to have a fresh water fish- 
ing license to fish in these areas 
évén though it is impossible to 
eatch such fresh water fish.

The spent rocket fell into the 
Atlantic Ocean over 214 miles from 
Cape Kennedy, near the predicted 
impact point. The flight lasted 
-ight minutes. 

Another Saturn I was launched 
April 25, 1962, a third November 
16, 1962, and a fourth March 28, 
1963. . 

Then the Marshall Space Flight 
Center added a live upper stage, 
called the S-IV, on top of the fifth 
Saturn booster, launched January 
29, 1964. It made a near perfect 
flight and placed more than 37, 
000 pounds into earth orbit, the 
heaviest load placed into space. 

A sixth Saturn was launched 
May 28, 1964, again with the first 
and second stag:s live, and again 
wih "payload" exceeding 37,000 
pounds. Part of this orbiting pack- 
age was an early model of an 
^pollo spacecraft. 

Apollo is the name of the space- 
“raft scheduled to carry three as- 
tronauts to the moon by 1970.
